Yesterday's preliminary report 


from the Census Bureau indicated 
that the special census just com- 
pleted for the City of Hope will 


5 give us a population of 8,594 — an 
J»V unsatisfactory and damaging con- 


clusion regarding the growth and 
economic health of our community. 


Speaking from past regular cen- 


sus figures and direct observa- 
tion of economic events here since 
1940 
this writer believes the new 


nine-year census should have run 
ahead — not 
behind — the 
10-year 


average gain shown by previous 


; 
census reports. 


These arc the factors on which 
I base this criticism: 
The rise in newspaper circula- 
. tion between 1939 and 1948, even 
* alter allowing for an inflationary 


money condition (which changes 
the national newspaper circulation 
average 
only a few percentage 


points), would indicate that if Hope 
had 7,475 on the officials census 
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of 1940 it has more 
today.

The War Department's seizure 


in 1941 of 50,000 acres for 
the 


Southwestern Proving Ground mili- 
tary reservation 
dislocated more 


than 3,000 farm persons, some of 
whom moved to Hope; and the 
same 1941 activity attracted other 
people here. There was a record 
shortage of housing, and in the 
years following 1941 you and I 
have seen vacant areas through- 


i~> out the residential districts gradu- 


ally fill up with new residences. 


Moreover, The Star's constant 


urging that adjacent territories be 
annexed to the city to fortify Dis- 
position for the regular census of 
1950 has caused a number of exten- 
sions in the city limits. I believe 
most of the available annexations 
have been made now, except for 
the still-pending proposal to take 
in houses along State Highway 29 
North beyond the radio station. 


What arc the facts about the 


_jV current special census report? 


Well, the record of regular cen- 
suses shows that Hope went from 
4,790 in 1920 to G.008 in 1930— a 
gain of 1,218 persons, 
approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. 


In 1940 the census gave us 7,475 


— a gain of 1,467, approximately 25 
per cent also. 


Now the 1940 census was actu- 


ally made in 1939, so that the 1948 
special census represents an inter- 
val of nine years — nearly a full 
decade. 
But the special 
census 
comes up with a total of only 8,594 
— a gain in nine years of only 1,110, 
or 15 per 
cent. 
The fact is, this special census 


is attempting to tell us that despite 
the greatest economic activity in 
our history, 
despite 
all known 


indices of growth, and despite a 
general extension 
of the 
city's 


geographical limits — Hope gained 
fewer people (regardless of per- 
centage points) than in any other 
recent census period. 


As a matter of fact, the import 


of this special 
census — if 
you 
were to believe it — is that Hope's 
central 
population, 
excluding 


annexed territories, 
either stood 


still or showed a slight loss. I don't 
believe it, and you don't either. 


Bringing in such a report on our 


city is no asset for either the city 
government 
or its citizens and 
commerce collectively. And what

GOP Demands 
Special Aid 
to China 


Washington, Nov. 12 — (UP) — 


Some Republicans arc considering 
a demand for a special aid-to-China 
session of .Congress to put Presi- 
dent Truman on the spot on that 
issue, it was learned today. 


These legislaors believe the ad- 


ministration is doing far too little 
for Chiang Kai-shek's hard-pressed 
Nationalist government. They 
feel 


that an immediate 
congressional 


appropriation for arms and am- 
munition is necessary to halt Com- 
munist advances in the Far East. 
These ' congressmen want 
Mr. 


Truman to extend to China the 
"quarantine 
Communism" 
pro- 


gram now in effect in Greece and 
Turkey. Under that program, the 
two Mediterranean countries have 
been getting military air and ad- 
vice from the United States. 


GOP advocates of a special ses- 


sion of Congress point out that the 
$125,000,000 granted China for mili- 
tary equipment is just about gone. 
They fear it may be 'too late to 
do anything for Chiang when the 
regular session gets into full swing. 
Though Congress convenes Jan. 3, 
the first weeks will-be spent in re- 
organizing rather than in legislat-

The Republican senator is chair-

Sunday School 
Lesson

What of the past, present, 
nnd 


future? Among almost nil peoples 
there have boon wise men, sooth- 
sayers, majn'einns. who professed 
to have an uncanny knowledge of 
events and 
an 
insight into the 


future. But Ihc prophets of Israel 
are unique in history in the place 
that they occupied in Iho life of 
Iho nation and in their character 
of courage, firmness and integrity. 
Thc threats of kings or tho vio- 


lence of Iheir enemies never dis- 
suaded them from their purpose 
or turned them from their task of 
declaring the judgments of 
God 


against tyranny and iniquity. 


Who were these prophets and 


what exactly was thoir role? They 
were many, as wo can see from 
various references in the Old Tes- 
tament. But thc prophecies 
of 


only 12 "Minor Prophets" nnd a 
few "Major Prophets," have come 
down to us. 


The "Minor Prophets" wore not 


ininor in thc sense of being inferior 
in character, courage or forceful- 
ness to the "Major Prophets," but 
only in tho fact that thoir pro- 
phecies and thoir careers were on 
a lesser scale. 
Also, here and 


there we have glimpses in thc 
pages of thc Old Testament 
of 


prophets of whom we have no re- 
corded writings, but 
whose 
in- 


tegrity and moral courage revealed 
the high quality of the prophetic 
office—men like Nathan, who re- 
buked King David in a display of 
fine fearlessness (II Samuel 12), 
and Micaiah (I Kings 22>, 
who 


had equal courage in speaking the 
unpleasant truth to kings. 


Tho Hebrew prophets had con- 


victions, and they suffered 
for 


their convictions and their words. 
But they never flinched, or com- 
promised the word of God. 


What, then, was their role? Two 


views, sometimes conflicting, pre- 
vail. In the one view these He- 
brow 
prophets 
wore foretellers, 


predicting events to come, reach- 
ing oven far down into the future. 
In their prophecies many 
have 


seen a plan of the ages, though 
the plan has not always boon the 
same. The end of the world has 
boon predicted again and again on 
the supposed 
evidence 
of 
tho 


prophets, but the world slill stands. 
Thc "key" to the prophecies is an 
uncertain thing. 


In the other view Ihe prophets 


were forlhtellcrs, speaking to their 
times, with their prophecies lo bo 
interpreted in the light of those 
times, and thc events that wore 
happening. 


For my own part I believe that 


there is truth in both these con- 
ceptions. Thc prophets could sec 
the 
hand of doom 
where evil 


reigned. They foretold dire hap- 
penings, but 
they 
gave glorious 


visions of God's purposes. Whether 
in foretelling or in forthtelling, it 
is tho moral qualities of vision 
and of judgment that dominate 
all. We read the prophets in vain 
unless wo get Iheir moral message. 
The Doctor

A person is often culled 
"hys- 


terical" if ho or she has ceased 
to bo reasonably calm and raves 
in an excited manner. This mean- 
ing of "hysteria," however, is not 
tho way doctors use the word. 


Medically speaking, hysteria is 


used lo describe those people who 
have disturbances in fooling, are 
paralyzed or unable to move, or 
have convulsions which are not 
caused by any true disease of thc 
nervous system 
such as 
an in- 


fantile paralysis or a brain tumor. 
It is also used for a kind of mental 
condition in which there may be 
a loss of memory or 
a multiple 


personality. 


In hysteria, an attack 
of con- 


vulsions is 
often started because 


of some emotional situation. Tho 
convulsions allow 
the victim of 


hysteria to escape from a difficult 
situation. 
Of course, not all con- 


vulsions 
are caused by hysteria 


and 
they must be differentiated 


from tho convulsions produced by 
epilepsy or 
from other nervous 


conditions. 


Frequently Affects Limbs 
Loss of power 
and muscular 


movement or paralysis due lo hy- 
steria may occur 
in almost 
any 


part of the body. It is most fre- 
quent in an ;irm or leg. 
Here 


again it is important and some- 
times difficult to make a correct 
diagnosis. 
In this form, as in 


other forms of hysteria, the prob- 
able cause is an unconscious at- 
tempt to get out of a 
difficult 


situation. 


The 
change in sensation often 


present in hysteria i.s a most in- 
teresting condition. 
The 
ability 


of some part of the skin to "feel" 
is generally lost 
entirely; a pin 


can be stuck deep into that area 
without causing any pain. 


The treatment of symptoms of 


true 
hysteria i.s frequently 
diffi- 


cult. 
The cause of 
the conflict 


must be sought and appropriately 
dealt 
with. 
Gradual persuasion 


and 
re-education 
i.s 
helpful 
in 
some, but other 
methods which 


are familiar to specialists in this 
field must be used on many occa- 
sions. 
Indeed, 
the 
successful 


treatment of hysteria 
is a chal- 


lenging, d i f f i c u l t , and 
frequently 


insoluble problem.
